British Food Ministry Makes 
| Pled for Wheat; Flour, Ba- 
con, Frozen Meat 


OTTAWA, Feb, 27.—"Every carload 
of wheat or flour and bacon or frozen 
meat that Canada can get to the sea- 
board is badly wanted.” 

Such gs the effect of a cabled mes- 
sage received today from the British 
ministry of food by the chairman ef 
the Canada food board. The statement 
tells of the application of compulsory 
rationing in Great Britain and re- 
ports on the general food situation 
in the Allied countries, It reads: 
“Compulsory rationing of meat, but- 
ter and fats came into force yesterday 
throughout London and the home 
countries, Fourteen million people are 
now restricted to about 1% pounds of 
meat, four ounces of butter or marga- 
rine and a half pound of sugar per 
week. By March 25 compulsory ra- 
tioning of these foodstuffs will be uni- 
versal in the United Kingdom, The 
congestion on the railways in the 
United States continues to aggravate 
the already serious situation. Every 
carload of wheat or flour and bacon 
or frozen meat that Canada can. get 
to the seaboard is severe!y wanted. 
“The Itallan government commis- 
sion states that the food situation 
there Is unchanged, but all the Allied 
countries are naturally affected by the 
decreased imports reaching them. from 
American ports.”

This apparent digression brought 
the premier to the statement that he 
had taken up with the minister of 
railways at Ottawa the question of the 
$3,000,000 lying in the banks to the 
credit of the C.N.R. and the Canadian 
North Western. If this money were 
at the disposai of the province at the 
conclusion of the war, it would be of 
inestimable service, He had appreach- 
ed Dr. Reld armed with a resolution 
by the people of St. Paul de Metis, Dr, 
Reid had taken the matter into con- 
sideration and he was hopeful that 
something would céme out of the na- 
gotiations, 

Another matter that had been dis- 
cussed at Ottawa that it would 
be unwise to demobolize all the return- 
ing soldiers at once, owing to the 
condition the iabor market would be 
in.

No Patients Were on Board — Ali 
Lights Burning at the 
Time 


London, Feb. 27,—"‘The British hos 
hital ship Glenart Castle was sunk in 
the Bristol Channel at 4 a.m. yester- 
day.” it is announced officially. She 
was outward bound and had all ler 
lights burning. There wero no pa‘ien's 
on board. 

“Survivors have been landed by ai 
American torpedoboat destroyer. fignt 
boats are still adrift. Jurther ‘nfor- 
mation will be published as recaive!.’ 

The Glenart Castle went down in 
seven minutes, The torpedo struck 
in number three hold. The lifeboats 
on the starboard side were for the 
most part smashed by the real Lae. 
Only seven lifeboats could be launch- 
ed, and these with éMe greatest diffi- 
culty, 

Captain Burt Was last seen in the 
chart house, after the last boat was 
launched and it is believed that he 
went down with the vessel. 

The sea was 60 rough that it was 
almost impossible to handle the life- 
boats, which required continuous 
balling by all hands. Two boats were 
Picked up after many hours at sea 
and the survivors Imnded here, One 
boat contained nine men, the other 
25. Of the 200 persons on board 150 
were members of the crew; seven were 
women nurses, none of Whom has yet 
been reported saved. The othera be- 
longed to the Red Cross, and included 
doctors, nurses and orderlies, 

The Glenart Castle, 6,640 tons eross 
and 440 feet long, was built at stel- 
fast in 1900, She was owned tn Jftith- 
ampton. 

Swansea, Wales, eb. 27.—Thirty- 
four survivors of the Glenart Castle 
have been landed here. The number 
of persons on board is said to have 
been 200, 

London, Feb. 27.—According to the 
Exchange Telegraph company, 164 
péfsons are missing from the Glenart 
Castle.

By Mr. McLean: He saw the fire- 
men go into the pool room, but they 
were only there two or three minutes, 
Chere was hose through the door and 
two or three lines through the win- 
dows. 

Asked why he went out to the rear 
of the building, the witness answered: 
‘I went, thinking that maybe my 
ashes had caused the fire.” 

By hfS honor: Nobody was about 
when witness first went out to the 
back of the premises. 

W. E,. Lines’ Evidence 

It seemed to be very sfrange that 

the fire was at the back of the build- 


ing and the firemer lying down in 
front,” said William KE, Lines, of the 
Lines-Brake company, when passing 


comment upon the way the firemen 
handled the situation. Mr, Lines said 
that he went to the fire when called, 
then went home again, thinking that 
It was all out, and shortly after saw 
the flames shoot up from the burning 
hotel and garage.

He !eft the 
premises at about 5 in the evening 


and did not go back afterwards until 


2 am., when he received a call. He 
went to the front and rear of the 
building and it did not seem to be 


much of a fire. Firemen were there, 
and to the best of his belief three or 
four were lying on the sidewalk at 
ee side of the building. They had 

e hose there and he believed that 
the water was on. The three or four 
firemen were looking 1s at the win- 
dows and he took it for granted that 
the fire was out and so went home. He 
eould not say that they were actually 
pumping water at that time, but it 
seemed to him strange that the fire 
was atthe back ofthe building and the 
firemen were lying down at the front, 
There was smoke coming out of the 
garage and pool room door, 

Witness did not attempt to get into 
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riences at Two Visits to 
itnesses Regarding Ashes 


the building at all, Shortly after his 
arrival a man drove a taxi out and he 
believed that it was the last car taken 
out. Witness did not see Chief David- 
son at all. Mr, Cox called witness 
about 1.30 and he got to the fire about 
2 o'clock. He did not hurry at first 
because the call came from the Selkirk 
hotel and he thought it was a joke 
being played. Before returning from 
the garage they saw a red glow on 
the roof nearest to the Maryland ho- 
tel, but a policeman who was there 
said it was all right and that the fire 
was under control, That was all in 
the nature of a flame that he saw the 
first visit. 
Water Pressure Low 
| It had struck him that the force 
of the water coming from the hose 
was very low and at the back particu- 
larly it was weak. Witness made the 
remark that they would probably lose 
something, but not much, and he then 
went home. He had not been in the 
house a great while before someone 
called attention to the fact that the 
flames were shooting up to the sky. 
When they got back to the fire the 
garage was a blazing mass. The Mary- 
land hotel was burning on the first 
floor, the flames going up the sides 
of the walls. He did not see Chief 
Davidson on his second arrival, and 
did not see much of the firemen at 
any time. 
Saw No Interference 


Asked by Mr. Parlee if he witnessed 
any interference with the firemen or 
jeering or throwing at them, Mr. Lines 
said that he did not. 

By Mr. Robertson: It was a solid 
floor to the garage, and no communi- 
cation existed between the garage and 
the pool room tbelow. H- believed 
that there was a metal roof to the 
garage. When he got there the first 
time there was water being poured 
on the metal roof of the garage, and 
on arriving the second time he believ- 
ed that the roof was down. 

By Mr. Parlee: The openings be- 
tween the garage and the hotel were 
bricked up. He had gone into this 
matter carefuliy on account of the in- 
surance. He believed that they were 
bricked up a short while after he 
went into the premises. He could not 
tell how many layers of brick were 
used, 

Had Seen Fires Before in Ash Can 

Mrs. Vera M. Madill, wife of Dr 
Madill, who had given evidence in 
the morning, said that on two occas- 
jons at least she had seen fire blaz- 
ing in the ash tin, once at Christmas 
and once during the summer time. The 
blaze was confined to the tin, Dur- 
ing Saturday night they were awak- 
ened by light from fire and noise as 
if something was cracking and burn- 
ing. On looking out she saw that it 
was in the same place as before, mean- 
ing the tin, and that the flames were 
shooting high, The fire distinctly im- 
pressed her as being about the ash 
can alone, as there was a mass of 
flames at the spot. She did not see 
anyone there, but when attending to 
the children, who were crying, she 
thought that she heard a splashing 
of water and said: “Someone is try- 
ing to put it out.’ When she looked 
out again, ft was dark and smoking 
Some people were there, not firemen, 
as they came later. There was talk- 
ing and so there must have been more 
than one. All this took place in a 
very short time, and about ten minutes 
after she had turned in the alarm 
the fire department arrived. 

Asked how she distinguished ‘be- 
| tween the firemen and the other peo- 
ple who were supposed to have been 
there, witness said that the firemen 
had not arrived when she heard the 
other people there, She heard the fire| 
trucks come along, and the men ealled 
out, “Where is that fire?” Someone 
must have answered them. After the 
firemen had arrived she heard two 
explosions and saw some of the men 
{run back from the building as if they 

were frightened, 
| By Mr. McLean: She saw two lines 
playing on the roof of the garage, 
Hyatt Cox Tells of Escape }

the steps where they could get into 
the building and get right atthe the. 
They said, ‘We can’t do that without 
the captain's or chief's orders.”’ Wit- 
ness asked where the captain was, and 
they said that he was close by. Wit- 
ness saw a man there and asked him 
if he was a captain, and he replied 
that he was.

ARE EXPLAINED 
AND JUSTIFIED 


Hon, Geo. P. Smith Talks to Auto 
Club—Says Wheelbase Sys- 
tem a Fair One 


The members of the Edmonton 
Automobile Club heard from Hon. 
Geo, P. Smith, at their meeting on 


Wednesday noon at the Corona Hotel, 
a clear and logical explanation of the 
new auto license fees and a justifica- 
tion of the increase which has been 


effected this year, The meetiig was 
well attended and the auto owners 
present gaye a sympathetic hearing 


to Mr, Smith, and at the conclusion of 
his address he was tendered the 
thanks of the club by President Brook- 
bank. 

As to the fairness of the new system 
of arriving at the license fee, viz: on 
the wheel base system, rather than 
that of horse-power or weight of ear, 
Mr. Smith pointed out that it had 
been decided this year to decentralize 
the department and to tissue licenses 
jin sixteen or eighteen different points, 
instead of having them all issued in 
Edmonton as in the past. Having 
arrived at this decision, which was one 
as much in the interests and for the 
convenience of the auto owners as the 
government it had become necessar 
to adopt some other system than that 
of the porse-power of the engine, He 
believed that everyone would admit 
that the wheel base system was the 
most simple and the easiest to check. 

As to the justification for the in- 
crease in the fees on the new basis, 
Mr. Smith stated that strictly speak- 
ing, the amount collected under the 
name of license was not in reality a 
license at all but a tax, and the as- 
sumption in the application of the tax 
system is that it should be based in 
the abillty of the person taxed to pay. 
On this assumption it would be con- 
ceded that the persons owning big cars 
with long wheel bases were better able 
to pay an increased fee than the own- 
ers of smaller cars with a shorter 
wheel base. Comparing the prices of 
different cars it was found that in 
almost every cuse the price was in 
| proportion to the wheel buse, and as a 
matter of fact he was under the im- 
‘pression that the increase in the fee 
had not been so great as most people 
imagined. In the month of January 
} about 4,000 licenses were issued and 
}of that number the average increase 
in fee was not more than 20 per cent 

Speaking of the proposal that as a 
portion of the license fees should re- 
vert to the municipality in which the 
cars were owned, Mr. Smith contended 
that this would not be fair nor satis- 
factory. It was also a selfish policy 
which in the end would be detrimental 
to the interests of the motorcar own- 
ers themselves, because it would mean 
that in the districts in which there 
were the greatest number of cars 
there would be more money to spend 
on roads where already they were in 
good condition, and in the other por- 
tions were most needed there would 
he no money avatilable. 

He cited the experience of Camrose, 
where last year through the co-opera- 
tion of the town council the local 
rural municipalities, the auto club and 
the government, $3,000 was spent on 
one hundred and two miles of rvad 
and he would be willing to put that 
stretch of road against any other simi- 
lar stretch in the province. 

The next meeting of the club will 
be held on the third Wednesday in 
March, when the reports of the officers 
will be presented and the new officers 
elected,

Large Amount of Stock Kept at 
Fair Grounds by Live 
Stock Commissioner

Poland China—and these will be sold) 
again by the department, 
Most Sold Near Edmonton 

It is stated by the men in charge 
that most of the pigs have been sold 
in the vicinity of Edmonton, and the 
rest are being shipped out. Some of} 
the pigs were in rather poor condition} 
when they were taken over, but with 
good care and feed they are in splen- 
did shape now. At first they were fed 
a ration of oats and barley, but lat-} 
terly have been fed from a car of 
screenings that was purchased for the 
purpose, and also with idea of saving 
the other feed for farmers that might 
not be in a position to buy in carload 
lots. The hogs are also given all they 
want of coal slack, mixed with salt 
and sulpluh and as a special tonic aru 
given hay tea. 

In the barn where the hogs have 
been kept during the cold weather, 
precaution has been taken against 
dampness and cold, by making a false 
roof of straw. This makes warmth 
and ventilation. In the ordinary hog 
barn, the warmth from the _ hogs’ 
breath goes up against the roof, con- 
geals and drops down again, making 
the floors damp and causing rheuma- 
tism among the animals, With the 
straw, both warmth and ventilation 
ure given. The feed is spread around) 
on the floors so that the animal gets} 
exercise in picking it up.

Allegations Made at Minister's Meeting Theme of Discussion at Pub-

Gathering in Rose Theatre—Rev. F. E. Mercer and Others 


Denounce Them as ‘‘Unproved Inuendoes.’’ 


The suggestion made by Mayor 
Evans at the ministers’ meeting yester- 
day morning, and again at the women's 
meeting in the afternoon, that there 
had been drunkenness, gambling and 
immorality in the fire halls, was the 
chief subject of attack atthe first 
public meeting in the plebiscite cam- 
paign, which was held in the Rose 
theatre, on Alberta avenue, last night. 

Rey. F. 8. Mercer, of North Edmon- 
ton, who attended the ministerial | 
gathering, dealt with it in detail, and 
made some allegations relative to its 
proceedings that greatly interested the 
large crowd that filled the theatre 
Mr. Mercer began his speech by de- 
claring emphatically that he had not 
given up the cause of the striking 
firemen, “as has been reported around 
by the ladles’ organization of the 
other side,” to use his own language, 

Stenographer’s Invitation 

Mr. Mercer said that he honored the 
mayor because he had at least had the 
courage to face the music and state 
his case in the meetings, which was 
more than his supporters on the 
council had done, “But,” he went on, | 
“t can’t get over that the mayor 
should get his stenographer to ask 
the clergy of this city to be at the 
Y.M.C.A, this morning, and, after giv- 
ing an hour's oration, that he should 
ask them to preach against the fire- 
men’s strike in their churches next 
Sunday. I never heard of such a thing 
in my life! I said to him, ‘Mr. Mayor, 
you have made allegations against the 
firemen which you can't prove, and} 
now you want us adl, on the strength 
of those allegations, to take sides 
against them!’

ting without warning, the council had | 
made an even bigger mistake. The 
mayor was “in a hole’ because the 
others had dug a trap and he had fal- 
len into it. It was ex-Mayor Henry, 
Deputy Mayor Martin, and, above all, 
Commissioner Harrison, who were the 
source, fountain and origin of the 
whole trouble.

The charter ainendments 
vhich the council is asking the 
egislature to pass seem to be 
enerous in their provision of 
bower to postpone the payment of 
bligations, but do not appear to 
e equally generous in providing 
bower for the council to collect 
poney where money can be got 
vith which to meet these obliga- 
ons as they mature. The tax- 
bayers of the city are entitled to 
now whether this 
haracteristic of the amendments 
ls a fact, and what it signifies. It 
s quite probable that whatever is 
lone we shall have to ask for an 
hxtension of time in respect to 


ngs. But there is a radical dif- 
ference between the policy of

The curious feature of 
situation is that the Bolsheviki 
im to be surprised at the du- 
ity of Berlin, and are really 
ng through the motions of try- 
to raise an army to resist the 
aders as though the surprise 
re genuine, It requires a large 
sapacity for credulity to suppose 
Lenine and Trotzky capable of 
being genuinely surprised at the

thority for. supposing that Berlin 
would respect a treaty is a 
mystery. Should there be any 
people in the Allied countries who 
have been fooling themselves with 
that impression, the events in Rus- 
sia have surely cured the disorder. 
The Power which broke the Bel- 
gian treaty would break any other 
treaty when tempted by the pros- 
pect of gain. That is the moral 
that Germany has writen across 
the map of Russia for a warning 
to Britain, France and the United 
States. There can be no peace 
with Germany until the power of 
the Berlin war-maker is broken. A 
Kaiser’s treaty is only a ‘‘scrap 
of paper,’’ designed to delude and 
disarm the nation that may be fool 
enough to put faith in it. 


Germany’s New 
Depot and Arsenal. 

The Huns have gone marching 
through Russia just as if there had 
never been any Russian army, 
helping themselves to whatever 
they wanted, and of course want- 
ing everything they saw. The most 
| significant fact is that Berlin only 
claims to have taken some 10,000 
prisoners in the drive. This means 
either one of two things; that the 
Russian army has simply dissolved 


and the soldiers gone home, or 
that the Russian soldiers under 
Bolsheviki influence are ‘‘fra- 
ternizing’’ with the invaders 
in so cordial a way that the 
{German commanders do _ not 
consider it mecessary to take 
them prisoners and add the 


burden of feeding them to the ex- 
isting troubles of the Central Em- 
pires. Whatever the purpose or 
ithe dreams of the Bolsheviki, the 
fact is that in everything but the 
provision of men Russia has 
changed sides, and is now with the 
enemy. The late empire of the 
Czar is now a depot and arsenal 
from which our enemies are draw- 
ing food supplies and military 
equipment of all sorts, and in en- 
ormous quantities. Equipment, by 
the way, supplied out of their own 
necessities by British and French 


factories and paid for with British, | 


French and American money. 


Asking Large Taxing Powers. 
That the power asked by the city 
council to make bargains with the 
holders of city securities for the 
extension of the time of payment, 
and to increase the interest rate 
and give bonuses, either in cash or 
securities in consideration of such 
extension, is a matter of very great 
importance to the taxpayers, 
may be gathered by considering 
the amount of obligations which 
are maturing during the present 
year. The city owes money ‘‘over 
due and on demand”’ amounting 
to $922,250. ‘The securities which 
fall due during the year amount 
|to $2,575,000, Under the propos- 
ed amendment, therefore, the 
| council would have power to renew 


; Securities—at any rate of interest | 


—to the extent of $3,497,250 ;beside 
| giving such bonuses in cash or 
|securities as might be found 
necessary and thought advisable.

for the year amounts to $900,000, 
while the sinking fund to meet our 
outstanding securities amounts to 
$420,000; a total of $1,320,000 re- 
quired in respect of payments on 
our existing securities.

When 
gas was found under these lands by 
the farmers the Canada Co, claimed 
the right to the gas. Some of the 
farm. s fought the company and the 
ease went through all the courts in 
Canada, which decided that gas was 
not a mineral, The Canada Co, ap- 
pealed to the Privy Council and they 
approved the decision of the Canadian 
courts. 


CALLING FOR EXPLANATION 
From Winnipeg Telegram: 

We were told while the prepara- 
tions for calling out the draft were 
going on that the authorities had, by 
the time the registration was com- 
bicted, a complete list of every man 
who was available under the Act, with 
very few exceptions, and that they 
could lay their hands at any time upon 
any man who might wish to avoid the 
draft. 

It seems as though this were a 
bluff. The Halifax Herald tells us 
editorially that in Nova Scotia there 
are 2,500 men who have not yet re- 
sponded to the call sent out in Decem- 
ber. and who are classed in the. mill- 
tary records as deserters, 

Now ts the time for the military 
authorities to make thetr bluff good. 
These men registered. They have not 
been able to leave the country, unless 
by the connivance of some Govern- 
ment official. Why are they not ar- 
rested and placed where they belong? 
Is the administration of the Military 
Service Act in Nova Scotia being con- 
ducted along the lines we once 
thought were confined to the province 
of Quebec?

The Canadian railway situation and 
the proposed increase in freight and 
Passenger r@tes are subjects of more 
than ordinary linportance to Canada, 
and the proper solution of the diffi- 
culty is of the most vital importance, 

In order to arrive at a proper solu- 
tion we must first determine, beyond 
question of doubt, the cause or causes 
occasioning the increasing costs of 
operation and dwindling of net pro- 
fits of operation.

then in a position to intelligently

Jumping at a proposed

HIS THEORY OF FIRE 
Editor The Bulletin: 


As a ratepayer and a witness of the 
fire of Sunday morning, from the be- 
ginning to the end, I wish that you 
| would publish the following: 

The fire, in my opinion, was due to 
the habit which the porters of the 
| hotel had of dumping their hot asnes 
lat the bottom of the wall of the gur- 
age, at the nearest soint to the wall 
‘of the hotel. At this point here was 
a large window, opening ino the pool 
room, As a matter of fact, I person- 
ally phoned twice to the fire départ- 
ment, months ago, that the hot ashes 
would do damage one of these days, 
Not long ago I noticed the beginning 
of a fire in the same place and phoned 
to the fire departemnt. They came 
with the chemical apparatus and ex- 
tinguished the fire. 

As tg the efficiency of the brigade, 1 
believe it to have been yery poor. 
First of all, although the fire started 
at the rear of the pool room, the fire- 
men started to throw water at the 
front, 150 feet away from the place 
where the fire was. It was between 
ten and fifteen minutes after the fire 
started before they bgan to put water 
on it at'the rear of the building. 

In the course of a conversation 
with the owner of the pool room he 
told me that when he arrived at the 
scene he went right inside the poo) 
room and located the fire and had told 
the firemen so, Their answer was 
that he would have to see the chief. 
The firemen also answered that they 
would have flooded the basement, 
which hadea floor space of approx!- 
mately 15,000 square feet. 

I was standing at the window of 
my room in the Empress block and 
saw two firemen directing a stream 
into the garage. I noticed that the 
wall of the garage was about to fall 
men just 
in time to save them from being kill- 
ed. The two firemen dropped their 
hose to save their Iives, Then three 
firemen took hold of the hese about 
15 feet from the nozzle, and attempted 
to drag it back, Naturally, the pres- 
sure of the water made the hose go 
wild, like a snake, knocking two of 
them down. Luckily, it stuck in the 
doorway of the hotel and two of the 
firemen jumped upon it and secured 
it, getting control once more. This lit- 
tle incident showed that the men had 
no experience at all in handling the 
fire apparatus,

The 
strikers have shown their lack of sineerity by leaving the 
city unprotected, forcing the administration to spend 
hours in training new men, but with the help of the fire- 
men who refused to be intimidated, coerced and bullied, 
have remained at their posts and trained the new men 
until now they ean handle any situation that might arise. 

The citizens owe it to themselves to support the 
present fire department under Chief Davidson and the city 
administration who have stayed by their trust as the 
elected representatives. It is not a struggle between 
unionism and its opponents. Nothing of the sort. No one 
has objected to the formation of the union.
